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Politicians Never Change 


The 
outcries 
over 
gerrymandering 


which are heard in many states as legis- 
lators seek to redistrict 
congressional 


areas are merely indications that politi- 
cians think alike the world over. 


Congressional Quarterly, Inc., a non- 


partisan service to newspapers, 
after 


looking into some of the complaints of 
"foul" from leaders of both Republican 
tnd Democratic parties, has found exam- 
ples of outrageous gerrymandering by 
both parties. In California the Democrats 
hive been accused of attempting to deci- 
giate GOP strength and thus appropriate 
all eight new congressional 
seats for 


themselves. At the same time, in New 
fork, where Republicans are in control, 
the legislature has cut up the state in 
such a manner as to assure the GOP of 
four new congressmen and to retire at 
least six Democratic incumbents. In each 
of these states the Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats are hurling charges of "twist- 
ed and juggled boundaries" and of "vi- 
cious tricks on the voters." While 
the 


Charges seem to be justified, it is plain 
that both parties are practicing gerry- 
mandering without restraint where they 
have control. 


It is found that the GOP redistricters 


in New York have drawn one congres- 
sional district in the shape of a creature 
stretched across the greater part of the 
breadth of upstate New York, head hang- 
ing over Albany in the east and his tail 
reaching for Rochester in the west. It 
points out further that there are "several 
salamander, tadpole 
and fishlike crea- 


tures" on the maps of New York City 
boroughs. One such odd shaped district 
throws Democratic Congressmen John J. 
Rooney and Victor L. Anfuso in the same 
district. To accomplish this it was neces- 
sary to connect the middle of the district 
by a few blocks of curbstone along the 
East River. 


John M. Bailey, Democratic national 


chairman, has denounced the New York 
Republicans and Gov. Nelson A. Rocke- 
feller for this redistricting as "an exam- 


ple of political larceny and a robber of 
baron tradition." 


Nevertheless it is found that the Dem- 


ocrats in California are no less adept at 
gerrymandering than the Republicans in 
New York. One California district annex- 
ed two pockets of strong 
Republican 


strength by a thin strip of land to form 
an unwieldy district running miles along 
the coastline. The Democrats then loaded 
more population into the district than any 
other in the state, a total of 591,822 or 
43.1 per cent above the average figure for 
the state's new districts. While the New 
York redistricters never-went more than 
15 per cent above or below the average 
population figure. 
California 
drew 
up 


more than a quarter of its new districts 
with more than 15 per cent variations. 


Redistricting bills showed variations 


as much as 62 per cent in Maryland, 60 
per cent in Florida. 32 per cent in North 
Carolina and 28 per cent in Arkansas. 


In state after state the report indi- 


cates that the party in power combined 
districts of the opposition party incum- 
bents and re-drew lines to assure itself of 
the maximum number of congressional 
seats over the coming decade. 


In Connecticut, the home of National 


Democratic Chairman Bailey, the present 
districts were of the greatest 
apparent 


advantage to the Democrats and so no 
changes were made. In fact, the Demo- 
crats in the legislature blocked the GOP- 
sponsored bill which would have relieved

Johnny Can Read, but What? 


The battle over whether Johnny can 


read has been raging for almost a decade 
in this country. 


It has been pretty well established that 


more Johnnies can read today than could 
back in the glorious days when McGuf- 
fey's was the usual text. The percentage 
of youngsters who graduated from eighth 
grade then was small, and the number 
who managed to get through high school 
for either intellectual, economic or mo- 
tivation reasons was infinitesimal. Chil- 
dren did learn to spell and to read big 
words but a whole lot of them never had 
the faintest idea what the words meant. 
That probably was one reason why the 
slow learners, and 
sometimes the av- 


erage, dropped out of school down in the 
grades. 


But some educators have been so busy 


defending our system, in regards to learn- 
ing to read and the comprehensive high 
school, that they have neglected to see 
what ccuid be done. We suspect 
more 


and more that there is a lot of time being 
wasted in the elementary schools. 


Becent studies of American and Rus- 


sian primers show that our beginning 
readers use so few words and 
contain 


s-^ch insipid nonsense that it is no wonder 
roungsterr are bored by the subject. It 
:= rot so :r.uch that the "look-see" meth- 
od has been used—most schools incorpor- 
ate a great deal of phonic work as well— 
E-J: that so few words are learned. The 
D;cL Jane srd Spot series, familiar to al- 
.T.C.S-. every parent of a child in grade 
scnooL. require a first grader to learn to 


read only 158 words. Not a great many 
more are added during the next two 
years. By comparison. Russian 
primers 


use about 2,000 words in the first year. 


Moreover, the stories in the American 


primers are dull and the words have to be 
repeated over and over. This may be 
useful to the slow child; the average and 
the quick, we must suspect, are bored to 
the extent of never getting interested in 
reading again. And what is there in such 
books to inspire the slow to learn? 


This type of reading instruction has 


led to another trend which we deplore. 
The classics have been rewritten in lan- 
guage that the young can reputedly un- 
derstand. There are 
classic c o m i c s . 


There is "Mobu Dick" scaled down for 
the fifth grader, "Treasure Island'' with 
big letters and short sentences. It is true 
that the child at least becomes acquaint- 
ed with the famous stories and charac- 
ters. But literature is more than just a 
plot. The excitement and thrill of "Lntle 
Red Riding Hood" is actually 
lost if

Aiding Drug Addicts in New York 


The federal government follows a pol- 


icy of giving long jail terms to drug "ad- 
dicts in the hope that they may be cured 
of their habit during their terms in pris- 
on. There may be some sense to that 
stand if an effort is made to bring about 
a cure and to rehabilitate the addict dur- 
ing the prison term as is done in Cali- 
fornia. 


However, there must be little excuse 


for continual harassment of drug addicts 
by state la\\s such as those in New York. 
New York City has more drug addicts than 
most others and therefore it may be ex- 
pected that all sorts of laws will be tried 
to remedy this situation. 


How these laws sometimes work out is 


illustrated by the case of John S. Cram, 
51, a millionaire who is using his money 
to help derelicts. Cram is a former stu- 
dent at Princeton and at Oxford University 
and is a descendant of a distinguished 
family which includes a mayor of New 
York. His friends report that since his 
college days he has been deeply con- 
cerned with poverty and has devoted 
much of his time and money to aiding 
the poor. 


Last week he was operating a shelter 


for needy persons in New York. He paid 
$200 a month rent and spent about Si00 a 
day in the care of vagrants. As he was go- 


ing about making a group of derelicts com- 
fortable police dropped in and arrested 
him. 
He was carted off to jail, charged 


with having permitted his premises to be 
used as a congregating place for narcotic 
addicts and also with possession of nar- 
cotic paraphernalia. The police said that 
two 
hypodermic syringes and needles 


were found in a closet in the shelter. Six 
of the inmates were arrested for the pos- 
session of narcotics. 


• Cram, according to police, has been 


feeding and sheltering vagrants for about 
five years. At first he gave them money 
but found out that they merely used it 
to get drunk and were no better off than 
before. Recently he set up the shelter and 
there were about 20 needy men in it when 
the detectives came. Cram said that he 
knew some of the men used narcotics but 
thdt he did not know it was against the 
law to shelter an addict. 


Quite obviously Mr. Cram has been 


doing a great deal of good hy bringing 
a little kindness and comfort into the lives 
of 
these poor and noody persons. 
The 


detectives who arrested him were per- 
forming their duties and there can be no 
criticism for that. However, the law it- 
self seems unnecessary, and this misap- 
plication of the law will not bring about 
one less narcotic addict in New York.
